Treasury Issues Reminder 
on Disposal of Gold 
Holdings Abroad 


The Treasury Department to- 
day called attention to the fact 
that, under Executive Order 6260 
and the Treasury Gold Regula- 
tions, as amended effective Janu- 
ary 16, 1961, U. S. citizens and 
enterprises and other persons 
subject to U. S. jurisdiction who 
held gold abroad or securities re- 
presenting gold on deposit abroad 
on the effective date of the a- 
mendments are required to dis- 
pose of such holdings no later 
than May 31, 1961. 

Effective June 1, 1961, the fur- 
ther holding of such gold, unless 
licensed, and _ securities repre- 
senting gold on deposit abroad 
will be prohibited. 


Willful violators of these pro- 
hibitions are subject to criminal 
penalties provided in Section 5(b) 
of the Act of October 6, 1917, as 
amended, which are a maximum 
fine of $10,000 or imprisonment 
for not more than ten years or 
both. Violators may also incur 
a civil penalty provided in the 
Gold Reserve Act of 1934, equal 
to twice the value of the gold 
involved.

Aside from our collection of | 
the very best coins we have been 
able to obtain, we have acquired 
a weighty amount of United 
States mutilated specimens of 
the several denomination from 
all over the country. We have) 
spent a lot of good money for'| 
bad, but it has paid off. Form-| 
erly acceptable hard spending | 
money, this junk we now refer | 
to, and so label it, “U.S. Scrap 
Metal.” 

Displayed on a large black 
velvet cloth, at shows, in bank 
windows, and at National Coin, 
Week exhibits, this large assort- 
ment of mutilated numismatic 
material attracts equally, if not 
more attention, than some of 
our finest series of coins. 

Concerning these mutilated 
coins, history records a number | 
of circumstances connected 
therewith, namely, romance, | 
mystery, tragedy, and acts of 
just plain stupidity. In general, 
coins are mutilated purposely 
or accidentally. Coins have been 
holed, sawed in half, hammered 
and smashed, bent, initialled, 
strung for babies to cut their 
teeth on, worked into jewelry 
items, etc. Some coins are acci- 
dentally marred by ground and 
moisture contact. Acids

surfaces and

markings, and 
pected fires of intense heat, 
Severe damaging are wrought. 
The manners of marring are 
self-explanatory and, as a whole, 
no plausible excuse can justify 
their existence. 

A greater and fixed interest is 
shown in the study of the coins 
falling in the accidental causa- 
tion column. Some examples — 
two U.S. Barber half dollars 
fused together by heat, San 
Francisco Earthquake, 1906. A 
tornado strikes hometown, 1953, 
114 killed. Repairs to damaged 
75-year-old building uncovered 
handful of nickels, dimes and 
quarters in longtime abandoned 
sewer line. Much corroded, many 
pieces showing a thickness dimi- 
nished by one-half Our souvenier 
of a west Texas bank fire is a 
half-brick size welded block of 
U.S. cent pieces. Some key dates 
could be forever locked herein. 
A top Lincoln cent bears a per- 
fect 1909-P date. 

Finally, we mention a number 
of mutilated batches of coins 
recovered from coin operated 
machines destroyed by fire over 
a long number of years. All in 
all, this gathered heap of multi- 
lated coins commands much in- 
terest and comment. Viewing 
it can be educational, too.

How Man Measures 
His Gold 


Do you know that the little 
seeds of the locust tree give 
us the weight we use for meas- 
uring gold and precious stones ? 

We now give the name carat 
to this weight. We get the word 
from the Arabic “quirot,” mean- 
ing horn. Since these seeds were 
so uniform in size and weight, 
they were used in olden times to 
weigh gold dust. 

There are 24 carats in an 
ounce. So, if a jeweler refers to 
a product as being 24 carats 
fine, he means that it is pure 
gold. If it is 18 carats it is 
three-quarters gold and _  one- 
quarter some other metal mixed 
in.

Con Artists Work 
Add Twist

If someone tried to sell you a 
counterfeit two-cent stamp for 
$10 you'd probably think him 
crazy as well as crooked. That 
is, you would if you weren’t a 
stamp collector. For only in the 
curious world of philately is 
such a strange financial transac- 
tion possible. And, as_ cliche 
mongers would say, thereby 
hangs a tale. 


Back in 1894, a Chicago for- 
ger marketed large numbers of 
phony two-cent stamps, thou- 
sands of which did postal duty. 
It was an exceedingly clever 
imitation. The color was okay, 
the perforations matched, the 
design was perfect. However, 
there was minute differences. 
The genuine stamp was on soft 
paper, the counterfeit on hard; 
the original measured 19x22 mil- 
limeters, the copy 21x24. 


Perhaps the fraud never 
would have been discovered if 
the ordinary two-cent stamps of 
1894 hadn’t been issued in three 
different types. To the inexperi- 
enced eye, they all looked alike, 
but stamp enthusists could easily 
spot the variations in design. 
Type I was much rarer than 
Types II and III, and philatelists 
were always on the lookout for 
it. Unfortunately for the coun- 


terfeiter, his private reproduc- 
tions were all of the _ scarce 
Type I. 


SUDDEN INCREASE 


Alert collectors noticed the 
sudden increase in these hither- 
to seldom-seen stamps; noticed 
too the tiny differences in pa- 
per and size. Postal inspectors 
were notified, and the hunt was 
on. Eventually they crashed in 
on the counterfeiter and, after 
a struggle, put him in handcuffs. 


After the trial the stock of 
fraudulent stamps was burned, 
the plates destroyed. And the 
government took further steps to 
prevent aé_ repetition of the 
crime. Up till then all postage 
stamps had been printed on un- 
watermarked paper. In 1895, the 
then current series was re-issued 
on paper watermarked U.S.P.S. 
—United States Postal Service. 
As far as the authorities were 
concerned, the case was closed. 


Not so for philatelists. For 
them the story was just begin- 
ning. Immediately there was a 
feverish search for letters frank- 
ed with the phony stamp. Al- 
though many thousands must 
have passed through the mails, 
less than one hundred were re- 
covered. Prices rose according- 
ly. Covers with the genuine 
stamps could be bought any- 
where for a few cents; those 
with fake brought $5 or more. 

Why the mad scramble? Or-

dinary collectors wanted an in- 
teresting addition to their al- 
bums; specialists needed the 
counterfeit for their reference 
libraries; noncollectors consider 
it an unusual oddity. Whatever 
the reasons, interest never died. 
Time passed, the price rose con- 
stantly. A few years back, when 
dealers had the “Chicago Coun- 
terfeit” in stock, they asked a 
minimum of $50. Then the gov- 
ernment reentered the case. 


The powers-that-be decided to 
enforce the law prohibiting the 
possession of any counterfeit 
stamp, used or unused. Some 
dealers surrendered their stock 
voluntarily, a few unscrupulous 
dealers hid the phonies. All repu- 
table auction houses refused to 
handle the questionable mer- 
chandise. Anyone desiring to 
dispose of the Chicago Counter- 
feit now has to do so with a 
wink and a whisper. 


As always, under such con- 
ditions, the sharpshooters moved 
in. I recently witnessed a rather 
clever swindle with an absolute- 
ly original twist. 


I, too, am a paper chaser, 
hence familiar with the facts 
outlined. So I wasn’t too sur- 
prised when, while attending a 
stamp auction, the stranger sit- 
ting on my right handed me a 
cover and asked if I knew what 
it was. 


The letter was postmarked 
Chicago, July 14, 1894. ‘Could 
be the Chicago Counterfeit?” I 
asked. 


IT’S FOR SALE 

“Tt is,” said the stranger, “and 
it’s for sale. You can have it for 
ten bucks.” 


I shook my head, handed the 
cover back. But the _ peddler 
wasn’t so easily discouraged. He 
produced a millimeter gauge. 

“You can measure the stamp,” 
he urged. “You’ll see it is the 
real thing. It’s larger than the 
normal stamp.” 


“T don’t doubt it,’ I replied, 
“put I have no use for it. I 
collect mint stamps, not covers.” 

Obviously disappointed, he 
pocketed his treasure, moved 
to another seat. I again centered 
my attention on the auctioneer. 


When the sale was over I 
started to leave. At the entrance 
a happy collector was showing 
a new acquisition to some 
friends. I joined the group. It 
was the same cover I’d been of- 
fered an hour before. Why was 
the owner so eager to get rid of 
it, I wondered. A little patience 
and he could have gotten $20 
instead of $10. Such a bargain, 
secured from a total stranger, 
is always suspect. I asked if I 
might examine the letter. 


LOOKED TOO SHARP 


The stamp had a washed-out 
appearance, but even so _ the 


printing looked too sharp for | 
lithography. I studied the de- 
sign, and the tell-tale mark 
practically leaped out at me. 


“Did you measure this stamp?” 
I asked. 

“Sure did,” said the collector. | 
“It’s the right size.” 

“Maybe so,” I said, “but just 
the same you've been stung. 
This isn’t a counterfeit, its a 
counterfeit of a counterfeit. The 
Stamp has been removed, soaked 
in water, stretched and _ re- 
placed.” 

The collector retrieved his 
purchase, examined it carefully. 
“Looks all right to me,’ he 
said. ‘‘How can you tell?” 

“All the phony stamps were 
Type I,” I explained. “This one 


is Type III.” 
The dejected buyer looked 
again, and nodded. Then he 


dashed out of the room, obvious- 
ly on the trail of the swindler. 
Whether or not he caught the 
gyp artist, I don’t know. But 
suppose he did? What could he 
do? I know it’s illegal to sell 
a counterfeit stamp as genuine, 
but is it unlawful to see a 
genuine stamp as counterfeit?

CANADIAN 
COIN PATTERNS

Last week I was asked if it 
would be better to order Cana- 
dian coins from Canadian coin 
dealers or U.S. coin dealers. This 
sounds like a facetious question 
to which the obvious answer is, 
“order them from the most re- 
liable source with the most rea- 
sonable prices.” However the 
numismatist who asked _ the 
question was asking in all sin- 
cerity. He was greatly concern- 
ed about customs duties and 
possible “red tape” involved in 
ordering coins from a foreign 
country. 


Some of our newer converts to 
the enjoyable hobby of collect- 
ing Canadian material might be 
interested to know, along with 
the coins mailed to collectors in 
the United States from Cana- 
dian sources. The only “red 
tape’ might be the signing of a 
receipt when the coins are re- 
ceived by registered mail. This 
is no more a problem, of course, 
than signing for insued mail 
from U.S. senders. 


There are many reliable deal- 
ers who handle good investment 
and collecting material in the 
Canadian decimal series, as in- 
dicated in COIN PATTERNS, 
who are located in the United 
States and Canada.It is not the 
policy of COIN PRESS to rec- 
ommend an individual firm, large 
or small, at the expense of all 
others but we can say that we 
have not received any com- 
plaints against any of the regu- 
lar advertisers of Canadian 
material in this publication. 


Something we haven’t em- 
phasised but certainly should 
mention is that the collector who 
has no interest in Canadian coins 
with our advertisers for other 
numismatic items. Many Cana- 
dian dealers carry other worth- 
while medals tokens, and coins 
in addition to their regular 
Canadian stock specialties. One 
extremely reliable Candian firm 
earries nothing but Canadian 
material but this is the excep- 
tion rather than what the col- 
lector will generally find to be 
true.

If you will 
notice with the aid of a magni- 
fier, the light D is not directly in 
line with the heavily struck one 
but on one coin it is slightly 
above and on the other is to the 
right and below. I have found 
about a half roll of each of these 
strikes.

TO ISSUE OFFICIAL 
CIVIL WAR MEDAL 


The official Civil War Centen- 
nial Medal will be issued in both 
bronze and silver during the last 
week of May and will be avail- 
able in coin departments of de- 
partment stores, hobby and other 
stores, it is announced by Robert 
Friedberg, president of the Coin 
and Currency Institute, New 
York, which has been appointed 
sole distributor of this medal. 

The medal will be available in 
bronze at $4.00 and there will 
also be 25,000 serially numbered 
silver medals at $30.00. The 
medal, which is 2% inches in 
size, is issued under the author- 
ity of the Civil War Centennial 
Commission, which was created 
by an act of Congress. 

On one side of the medal are 
portraits of General Ulysses S. 
Grant and Robert E. Lee with 
the quotations “Let us Have 
Peace’ and “Consciousness of 
Duty Faithfully Performed.” 

The reverse side of the medal 
contains the Seal of the Civil War 
Centennial Commission. 

One of the country’s outstand- 
ing sculptors, Joseph Emile Ren- 
ier, N.A., was selected to pre- 
pare the sculptured models for 
each side of the medallion and 
the Medallic Art Company, N.Y., 
was selected to strike this med- 
allion. 

The approval of the designs 
and the sculptor’s models was 
made by the Fine Arts Commit- 
tee of the Civil War Centennial 
Commission headed by Eric Gug- 
ler, distinguished architect, Paul 
Manship, Walker Hancock, Lee 
Lawrie and Mrs. William Penn 
Cresson, distinguished American 
sculptors. In addition, the designs 
were approved by the Fine Arts 
Commission, Washington, D.C. 

Karl S. Betts is executive di- 
rector of the Civil War Centen- 
nial Commission. 

The Civil War Centennial Med- 
al is being distributed close to 
Memorial Day as Memorial Day 
was started in 1868 and is cele- 
brated in the North on May 30 
and in the South on April 26, 
May 10, or June 3. Check back 
cover of magazine for photos.

Canada Mounties 
Get Counterfeit Coins 


Literally thousands of Canadian 
coin and stamp collectors face 
possible piosecution under the 
Criminal Code sections dealing 
with counterfeit articles, states 
an account in the May 4 Toronto 
Daily Star submitted by N. A. 
Hayne of Nakina, Ont., Canada. 

The business of buying, selling 
and collecting counterfeit coins 
and stamps has developed over a 
long period of years and is open- 
ly advertised in Canada, it con- 
tinued. 

But the Royal Canadian Mount- 
ed Police in Toronto have made 
an unprecedented move. Armed 
with a search warrant, RCMP 
officers seized a 70-coin collection 
owned by Albert Rosen of the 
Toronto Coin Center. It is be- 
lieved the first such seizure in 
Canadian history. 

Faces No Charge—As yet he 
faces no charge. Crown counsels 
in Toronto are seeking leadership 
from Ottawa respecting possible 
prosecution. 

Mr. Rosen said he has bought 
fake coins for more than ten 
years. He has used them during 
lectures and for comparison tests 
of genuine and counterfeit money. 

Recently, he said, in his month- 
ly bulletin, he offered the collec- 
tion for sale. He hoped, he said, 
to get his investment back and 
to buy even better examples of 
phony coins. 

When the RCMP made their 
seizure, they took envelopes list- 
ing the names of persons from 
whom Mr. Rosen had bought the 
coins.

1943 Copper Cent Up For Auction 


Inflation hit the Twin Cities 


Friday. 
Not the penny-ante rise-in- 
the-cost-of-living variety, but 


hog-wild, bare-faced speculation.

The occasion was the open- 
ing sessions of the Central 
States Numismatic society con- 
vention in the Pick-Nicollet 
hotel, an event which annually 
lures the heavies of the coin col- 
lecting world from across the 
nation. 

There was Irving Moskovitz, 
Detroit millionaire, whose coin 
displays stretched along an en- 
tire wall of the hotel’s junior 
ballroom. It was buttressed at 
one end by a collection of Wells 
Fargo gold valued around $20,- 
000 and at the other by a tiny 
revolving case Moskovitz said 
contained about $60,000 worth of 
coins perhaps a dozen in all. 

There was Leo Young of Oak- 
land, Calif., who will auction off 
a quarter million dollars worth 


had filled 140 big display cases’ 
with another quarter million dol-| 
lars worth of money. 


There were also nearly as 
many Pinkerton detectives on 
duty as there were exhibitors. 


A spokesman for the host club, 
the Northwest Coin club of St. 
Paul and Minneapolis, estimated 
50,000 would view the _ public 
displays by Sunday. Several 
thousand coin buffs were expect- 
ed to register for the convention. 


Among the exhibitors were 
St. Paulites, Niels Nielsen, 540
